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The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that 
form the basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country or in public 
use or on sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date of application for patent in the United 
States. 

Claims 1-18 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated by German 
Patent 10136354. 

The German Patent shows a picking station with a picking person in Figure 1 . 
There is a conveying system having a longitudinal axis which conveys containers 10 
and Figure 5 shows the tilting of the containers towards the picking person. 

Re claim 2, see Figures 3-5. 

Re claim 3, there is a tilting device which tilts the containers. 

Re claim 4, the tilting device tilts the containers in front of the working area. 

Re claim 5, the containers are tilted back. 

Re claim 6, the containers are tilted back after they pass the working area. 
Re claim 7, shown is a roller track. 
Re claims 8-10, see Figure 5. 

Re claims 1 1 and 12, there are ordering and storage areas. 

Re claim 13, the titling is about a longitudinal axis towards the picking person. 

Re claim 14, as per claim 3 rejection. 

Re claim 15, as per claim 5 rejection. 

Re claim 16, as per claim 6 rejection. 

Re claim 17, see Figure 5. 
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Re claim 18, the conveying system is connected to the picking station. 

The prior art made of record and not relied upon is considered pertinent to 
applicant's disclosure.
